Demaree returned home from Rush- 


ville, where his bride now is, last 
Friday. At that time he created a 
sensation by denouncing his wife is 
an adventuress and a hypnotist and 
declaring that only by the aid of his 
friends in Rushville had he been en- 
abled to escape from her. 


Sunday he announced to 
several 


friends that he had determined to 
commit suicide. He went to a house 
where some of his goods are stored 
and asked for his revolver, but his 
manner being excited, his request was 
refused on some pretext or other and 
he went away apparently calmer.

he 


wired to Mrs. Demaree, asking when 
to expect her home. The reply, which 
was received about 2 o'clock, informed 
him that he might expect her today.

NEW ARTIFICIAL RUBIES. 


Perfect 8ton«> Said to Have Be«* 


Manufactured l>y » Frenchman. 
The manufacture of artificial rubles 


which in appearance are as good as 
the natural stones is now an accom- 
plished fact, says the London Mull. A 
demonstration of this achievement was 
given to the members of the Academic 
des Sciences in Paris the other ul'tcr- 
Uoon. 


Some years ago artificial rubies were 


placed on the market, but a microscop- 
ical examination revealed the fact that 
the crystals were imperfect. The ru- 
bies manufactured by M. Verncuil, 
however, are of a superb red color and 
of a purity and sparkle equal to the 
genuine article. The cost of producing 
them is not a heavy one, so that there 
is every reason to anticipate that the 
new discovery will lead to a sensible 
diminution* in the price of the former- 
ly precious stones. 


The rubies are obtained by a new 


process, in which the blowpipe plays 
an important part, and the stones are 
both beautiful and of a .goodly size. 
The specimen shown at the meeting 
of the academy was much admired by 
the savants. 


NOVEL TUMOR CURE. 


Kew York Pliyniciuii Claims to De- 


stroy Them by Boiling; Water. 


Dr. John A. Wyctli of New York 


city has a new method of treating tu- 
mors by injecting boiling water into 
the growth, and, as he says that not a 
single accident has occurred in his op- 
erations and as the results have been 
satisfactory, be feels justified in recom- 
mending the method, to the medical 
profession. 


Dr. Wyetli makes public his method 


in a detailed description'.published in 
the current issue of the New York 
Medical Journal. 


"In his operations Dr. Wyetli em- 


ploys a syringe with a metal cylinder 
and adjustable piston, with needles of 
varying 
size. 
Using the 
ordinary 


aseptic precautions, water is taken di- 
rectly from a caldron and injected into 
the substance of the tumor. The water 
must be at a, temperature of from 190 
to 212 degrees F., or even higher." ' 


Dr. Wyetb says he will report the re- 


tmits of his treatment at tho meeting 
ot" the American Medical association in 
New Orleans next May.

HJs Winter Habits >lccli Like Tlioae 


of Hears the World Over. 


The KskHak: bear finds no trouble in 


getting all the food lie wants during 
the berry season and during the run of 
the various Jnnds of salmon, which 
lasts from June until October, At this 
period he fattens up, and upon this fat 
he lives through bis long winter sleep. 
When he wakes in the spring, he is 
very weak and hardly able to move, so 
his first aim is to icco^er the use of 
his legs. This he does by taking short 
walks when the weather is pleasant, 
returning to his den every night This 
light exercise lasts Cor a week or so, 
when he sets out to seek upon the 
beach kelp, which acts as a purge. He 
now lives tipon roots, principally of the 
salmon berry bush, and later nibbles 
the young grass. 
These carry him 


along until the salnion arrive, when he 
becomes exclusively a fish eater until 
the berries arc ripe. I have been told 
by the natives that just before he soea 
into his den he eats berries only, and 
his stomach is now so filled with fat 
that he really cats but little. 


The time when the bears go into win- 


ter quarters depends upon the severity 
of the season. Generally speaking, it 
is in early November, shortly after the 
cold weather has set in. Most bears 
Bleep uninterruptedly until spring, but 
occasionally they are found wandering 
about in midwinter. My natives seem- 
ed to think that only those bears which 
have found uncomfortable quarters arc 
restless and that they teave their deas 
at this time of the year only for the 
purpose of findin.it better ones.—From

orange trees, growers have become far 
sighted and now are prepared to pro- 
tect their trees on such occasions. 


Many of the wealthy growers have 


large fences built around their gropes 
so that each tree is partially covered; j| 
others use tents; Ijut nearly all depend 
upon heat to fight the cold demon. At 
night as the train winds in among the 
groves in South and Western Florida 
fires are seen on every hand, the flame 
leaping up with huge masses of dense 
smoke covering 'the^groves like a palf, 
but protecting them from the deadly 
embraces of the Arctic King. 


Tue great aim of the growers is to 


secure a dense' smoke that will hover 
over the trees} making a canopy that 
the frost-canont penetrate. In nearly 
every case such protection will pre- 
vent a very low temperature. It is a 
wild and odd spectacle to see these 
fires throughout the country, and to 
newcomers it is very interesting. Mil- 
lions of dollars worth, of property is 
saved by such methods and protecting 
by tents and wooden fences. 


Stetson, the Philadelphia million- 


aire, has big groves at Deland- in which 
each tree is protected in the cold sea- 
son by a house built around it, with a 
small stove inside to keep the temper- 
ature right. 


Friday night and Saturday ntght the 


temperature was about 22 degrees and 
t! ousands of men were at work all 
night keeping up the bright fires that 
meant so much for them. Twentyfour 
degrees is fatal to young trees, .while 
1C and 18 will kill older ones. So far 
it is thought that little damage ""has 
been done to the young groves or frjilt 
yet on the trees. 'As fully 80 per cent 
of the fruit has tteen shipped the re 
mainder wil he safe, and goojd judges 
say juicier for a little cold.

MOURNING MOOES. : 


how the French Fashions Prescribe 


the WcoriiiK 4* Black. 
[Special Correspondence.] 


New York, Dec. 15.—We are told until 


we ought certainly to know it by heart 
that "we do these things better in 
France," these things in this instance 
being the wearing of mourning for the 
lost ones. From an authority on the 
subject 1 learn that a widow must wear 
moiirning one year and six months, the 
first year deep mourning, with crape 
trimmkigs and veil, and the next six 
months heavy lusterless silks and a 
short veil and, three -months in half 
mourning, which means that the victim 
can have white and lavender. If she is 
wise aud has a poor complexion, she 
will keep to black and white and let 
her dearest foes wear the lavender, for 
there is no more trying color than that—- 
not gyen green. 


For a father, mother, father-in-law or 


mother-in-law nine months must the 
lady wear deep mourning, which al- 
ways means a long veil of crape; three 
months she is to be dressed in dull 
silks—no great hardship that—and aft- 
er that half mourning for three months 
more. For their little babies mothers 
may grade their mourning according to

their age, but from the time the child 
is seven years old the mother must 
wear mourning for one year, but thia 
affliction is tempered with mercy, and 
she may go into half mourning at the 
end of six months. 


Half mourning in these days while 


black and white are so very chic is no 
great penance, and the outward show 
of grief is graded very carefully in 
France, for, while one must wear full 
mourning for brothers, sisters and 
grandparents for nine months, fuil 
mourning with crape veils and folds 
are not required after the first three 
months,, silken sorrow three months 
and half mourning three months. For 
an uncle or aunt, unless the defunct 
left the mourner a fortune—when the 
mourning is worn longer, though per- 
haps not felt so deeply—three months 
is the limit set For a first cousin sis 
weeks are enough,' and for a second 
cousin three weeks are considered long 
enough. 


In Paris the mourning gowns would 


not be so very different from other 
black dresses without the crape, but 
with folds and bands of this black 
broadcloth, cashmere, henrietta, eudora, 
melrose, armure, albatross and some of 
tbe fine cheviots. None of these is suit- 
able for first mourning but tbe eudora, 
henrietta or melrose. Cloth, Venetian 
and some of the new weaves in mohair 
will answer for second best if triaimed 
with crape in approved fashion. 


It must be understood that no crape 


is suitable for the bands and folds or 
even for the veils except the old stand- 
ard English courtauld, but the French 
crepe will answer for other trimmings. 
For instance, some of the Monte Carlo 
coats have capes over the shoulders 
covered with the English and puffings 
or shirrings or plaitings of the French 
crepe at the edge. The first is heavy 
and somber, while the second is light- 
er and much more transparent. Italian 
crepe is also frequently employed in 
trimming the heavier crape- China 
crepe is often seen in mourning, but 
only as a dress to be trimmed with the 
English crape One is spelled crape and 
the other crepe. 


Gowns are made in the same way as 


though not intended for mourning, and 
tbe bands are then added. One cloth 
dress had fine tucks lengthwise down 
the front and sides of the skirt but 
around all but the front breadth were 
bands of the crape, the ends coming to 
a point. The tucked waist had a deep 
sailor collar covered with crape. Cuffs 
of the same were at the wrists. A rich 
whipcord gown bad two deep bands of 
crape at tbe bottom of the skirt and a 
bolero of the clotb trimmed with bands 
of crape twice around, and there was a 
high stock of tbe same and a double 
bow at the bust where a deep sailor 
collar started. This was a pnrticwiarJy 
handsome gown. There are srcli things 
as sailor collars made wilh a .«ort of 
chemisette and stock of crape made so 
that they can be worn with any dress. 


There is a ricn and soft awterial in a 


diagonal twill, and this as very Jxauti- 
fnl made up as a mourning garment 
There is a soft and frosty bloom on tbe 
surface. In a costnrae made of tbis 
tbe skirt is cot in long, sweeping lines. 
Around the bottom are three rows of 
mohair castle braid set one directly on 
the other. Tho waist is a plain Moused 
front and straight back, and the sleeves 
nro bishop with deep cuffs trimmed 
with the braid. Braid is quite admi«- 
sible in all but the fir«t roonrninj:. and 
it will be understood that this holds a 
(team of comfort for tbf young widow.

Arctic Explorer Tells Why He He- 


Bards tbe Latter Accessible. 


While Commander Peary was in New 


York one evening recently lie gave 
gome of his reasons for believing that 
it is feasible to reach the north pole by. 
way of Smith sound and Grinnell 
Laud. 


"Hitherto," said he to a reporter of 


the New York Tribune, "the departure 
from land out upon the ice has not 
been undertaken earlier than April 5 or 
6. At that time the sun has been above 
the horizon long enough to moderate 
the temperature greatly and soften tbe 
ice. If this stage of the undertaking 
was entered upon four or five weeks 
earlier, the ice would unquestionably 
be much firmer."

The daylight I 
speak of would be the same as the 
morning twilight a few minutes before 
sunrise."'

enough. If we bad good luck and went 
properly prepared, only one winter's 
stay up there might be essential, but at 
most two ought to test the feasibility 
of my latest theories."
